with the remnant of his people were driven 
down one of the ravines, which is uow a part 
of Sheffield’s magnificent park, into the Ten- 
pesseo river, after which victory north and 
gest Alabama en joyed a long and much cov- 
eted peace, stauds the beautiful city of ae: 
feld, A portion of the clump of trees stil 
remains under which General Jackson and 
Colbert met, and where the haughty chieftain 
refused the terms offered. It was here whero 
Jackaon, at the end of the interview with his 
foe, made use of two words which were guickly 
taken up by his men as a battle cry: “Kemem- 
ber Mississipi,’ and in a few short 
moments after the “talk’’ was over, 
the doomed chief with his warriors, and their 
women andchildren were dfiven to the edge 
of the placid stream, where, rather than sur- 
render, the whole band perished. Those of 
the Indiaus who escaped the murderous fire 
of Jackson’s men, were foreed into the river 
and drowned. Thus was peace given to north 
Alabama. 

Alihas changed, and where these scenes 
were evacted has grown into existence one of 
the most important manufacturing cities of 
the country. The wonderful and permanent 
growth of Sheffield proves the correctness of 
General Jacksou’s prophecy, made more than 
gevonty years ago, that “some day the world 
will look to this locality fog its supply of iron 
and cotton, and will be madé richer and better 
by nature's treasures that abound here in in- 
exhaustible quant)ties.”’

a note to a person who died in 1836. 

1 made this explanation ia your office on the 11th 
instant, when, for the first time, I read F. O. H.’s 


estate at the time of his death, and

The older members of that fainily were 
uniformly polite and courteous to the commodore 
and his family, and I have reason to know that 
those now living have not exhibited a maga? 4 
spirit towards the present owner of Monticello. 
apy Raudolph imparted traditions to your corres- 
pondent, Iam sure he will read some of them with 
amazement,avd whether he repents or not as to 
what has been said about my d relative, he will 
be surprised to see how a correspondent writing, 
currente calano, can puis up families aud events 
connected with “Carleton,” the adjadent estate. 

Your correspondent has said that Levy was 
breveted a lieutenant after the war of 1812, and that 
such brevet rank was given to most of the credit- 
able army and naval men who had served through 
the struggle, when the truth is that only a fe~>,] 
think only three masters, were promoted to beue-- 
tenants, Levy among them, under the standing 
resolution of the then board of navy*commissioners. 
That Levy remained in our navy until 1826-7, when 
iu fact he remained in it until he attained the rank 
of flag officer, and until he died in 1862. 

That he was bought off from a marriage with one 
ofthe Rothschilds. In this letter I speak from and 
refer to matters of record, or of personal knowledge, 
excepting as to this accusation, and as to that I say 
that I was with the commodore from my early 
youth until nls death, and tat story never reached 
my ears, I deny it. 

That Levy learned of the contemplated sale of 
Monticello through the loquacity ft man in @ 
stage coach, and by forestalling Martha Randolph in 
its redemption from a debt at a time when she was 
about to leave it, he, in effect, turned her out of 
doors, when in truth the place had been sold and 
vacated by ber and her family long before his pur- 
chase, and was then owned by Dr, Barclay, from 
whom Levy purchased it.

He calls him ‘‘Old Rogue,” when in fact there 
never lived a man more honorable.

H3 says that he never returned to Virginia after 
lis marriage, when in fact he dwelt at the moun- 
tain nearly every year afier his marriage in 1849, 

He speaks conteimpiuously of him as a “Jew,” 
dates from the University of Virginia and quotes in 
the same letter tiie inscription on Jefferson’s monu- 
ment, *‘Author of the Declaration of Inde vendence, 
of the Statute of Virginia for Religious Freedom,’ 

He makes this illiberal slur against a man who 
was the most liberal of men in matters o/ religious 
faith, of which I am a living wiiness, for I am the 
son of his brother, Isaac, who married a Christian, 
and I was educated in that faith, yet he took me to 
his home at Monticello when I was a little boy, 
educated me and continued huis friendship for 
me all his life, and left evidences of itafter his 
death, Let me say here thatif at times from some 
of his fellow cilizens he encountered prejudice and 
hostility on account of his faith, he received in the 
most important era of that life the comforting sup- 
port and friendly encouragement of a very lareg 
number of his Christian friends and associates 
whose names, if I should mention them, would be 
seen to be among the bestand most distinguished 
in the land, 

Now lIct me tell F. O. H. and his informant, 
through the Courant, some of the things which 
marked the lifeof that maligned gentleman, and 
let it be understood that 1 am not drawing on my 
imagination nor upon tradition, but stating histor- 
ical, proven and recorded facts, ready to be pros 
duced. Ihave already spoken of his liberality in 
religious matters, a good quality in any man and an 
especial obligation upon every Amer can c:tizen. 

lis youth was an example to be emulated by the 
oung men today. By great industry and honora- 
le employment in his occupation as seaman and 
officer he became part owner and master ofa vessel 
hy the time he attained his majority. When war 
broke out between his native land and Great Brii- 
ain he volunteered his services, and his name be- 
came inseparable from the brave and patriotic offi- 
cers ahd men who In the i i detied the enemy 
in the En:lish channel, and he was amone those 
officers who afterward languished in an English 
prison. He receiyed his promotion to a lieutenant 
for “meritorious service’ and ‘extraordinary 
merit.’’ In or about 1817,on what was then called 
the “field of honor,” he received the fire 
of an implacable enemy several times before re- 
turning it. In 1522, at Dubardean inlet, at 
the risk of his own life, he saved the lives of 
men and women gimperiled by the winds and 
waters ofa furious gale, and the scars he received 
then be bore to his grave. In 1837, at Rio Janeiro 
he interposed hisown body between biows aimed 
by Brazilian soldiers at a brother offieer and saved 
his life by receiving on his hand the sabre and in 
his side the bayonet intended for that brother of- 
ficer. 

This manliness and the skill he showed in naval 
matters had been observed by the Emperor Don 
Pedro, who offered him the command of the splen- 
did frigate, “‘Caroline,’’ and great dignities if he 
would resign from ‘our service.”” But this young 
man answered, “I would rather serveas a cabin 
boy in my own service than as a captain in any 
other service in the world.” 

ycould give many other instances of noble 
conduct which marked his life. 

Wiien he died, Monticello and the great bulk of 
his estate was Jeft to his country, in trust for the 
education ot children of warrant officers of the 
United States navy, and some alternate provisions 
still devised and bequeathed the same to Virvinia 
for the same purpose, The courts of New York and 
Virginia defeated his intentions, and thus Monti- 
cello came to be sold. It has fallen into the hands 
of my cousin, Mr. Jeffersou M. Levy, who fully ap- 
preciates the sacred memories which cling to it, and 
who has made regulations as to visitors, not with 
any expectation of gain, but, as I 
informed, upon the advise and 
gestion of respectable’ citizens in 
neighborhood. Th's man then was an industrious, 
enterprising, admirable hye working his way up 
to honorable command Dy the time he attained his 
majority; was patriotic in war and in peace, va- 
liant, libera!- minded, self-sacrificing and magnaui- 
mous, and I leave it to any just man to say whether 
it is not lamentable that anyone should rake ~ 
against him and repeat stories dribbled throug 
and distorted by their alleged journey down four 
generations, 

I am told that F. O. H. would not knowingly 
wrong anyone. But it is true, nevertheless, that 
his letter has wronged tie dead and given pain to 
the living, and I ark that what I have said in an- 
swer to that letter may be permitted to appear in 
the Courant.

Mr. DeLeon’s story has a complicated plot, 
and a synopsis would not do it justice.

General Everett is with the federals 
at New Orleans, and General Latour, 
the ex-confederate, is in the city 
80 well disguised that even his 
best friends do not recognize him. 

The opening of the carnival is brilliantly 
described. One of the most exciting features 
of the holiday season is the race. England, 
France and Germany are represented, but until 
the very last moment no volunteer rider ap- 
pears to represent the United 
States. Finally, General Everett, after 
consulting with his commanding oflicer, enters 


the race. 

Twenty seconds more of dead silence; then 
people began to turn their eyes from the 
judges’ stand. It was evident that the rumor 
of an American acceptance was false. Creoles 
in the stands and on the streets glanced at one 
another with meaning smiles; and more than 
one paroled confederate muttered a curse that 
he had no country to ride for. 

Brilliant eyes flashed amused glances, under 
long black lashes, at the general’s box, where 
his brilliant knot of ribbons fluttered gayly;

The bet was made, and Adrien Latour whis- 
pered a few words in the willing ear of Mon- 
sieur Pietro. Beforethe drum had tapped, 
that worthy had set his tipsters to work and 
covered several thousands, at the odds. 

Turning near the distance flag as evenly as 
at parade, the five soldicrs gave head and 
rushed down the home again, closely bunched.

The story ends with a sensation. Lady 
Edith’s double-dealing comes to light. Bennie 
and Everett are vindicated. At last the 
trio understand each other and are re-united. 

The story is full of life, and light and color. 
The incidents rush along. Everett and Latour 
are the strongest characters in the book. Some 
of Mr. De Leon's readers are inclined to com- 
plain because he has made the Puritan 
the real hero of the narrative, but this is a 
minor point. Theadmirers of the Creole char- 
acter have every reason to be satisfied with the 
chivalric and warm-hearted Latour.

Is Divorce Wrong ? 
Extracts From Cardinal Givbonsand R. G., Inger- 


soll. 

Cardinal Gibbons, Rev. Samuel Dike, Bishop 
Potter and Colonel R. G. Ingersoll engage in a 
symposium on the question: “Is Divorce 
Wrong?” in the North American Review. 

Mr. Dike gives statistics showing the in- 
orease of divorces from 9,337 in 1867 to 25,535 
in 1886 in this country, and a general increase 
in Europe. The moral question is discussed at 
length. Here is an extract from Cardinal 


Gibbons: 

“Weare filled with righteous indignation 
at Mormonism; we brand it as a national dis- 
race, and justly demand its suppression. 

hy? Because, forsooth, the Mormons are 
abe mage mag Do wo forget that there are two 
species of polygamy--simultaneous and suc- 
cessive? Mormons practise without legal 
recognition the first species; while among us 
the second species is indulged in, and with the 
sanction of law, by thousands in whose nostrils 
and an abomination. 

16 Christian press and pulpit of the land 
denounce the Mormons as ‘‘an adulterous gon- 
eration,’ but too often deal very tenderly with 
Christian polygamists. Why? ls Christian 
wlygamy less odious in the eyes of God than 
Sarwuean polygamy? Among us, ’tis true, the 
one is looked upon as more respectable than 
the other. Yet we know that the Mor as 
aclass, care for their wives and cKildrow: 
while Christian polygamisis but too offen leave 
wretched wives to starve, slave, of sin, and 
leave miserable children a public charge. “O 
divorced and much-married Christiao,’’ says 
the ek, mag weller by Salt Lake, “‘pluck 
first the beam from thy own eye, and then 
shalt thou see to pluck the mote from the eyd 
of thy much-married, but tndivorced Mormon 
brother.”’ 

The ttying of divorce as a safeguard of pur 
ity isan old experiment, and an unsuccessful 
one. In Rome adulteries increased as divorces 
were multiplied. Afte spepking of the facil- 
ity and frequency of divorce among the lo- 
mans, Gibbon adds: 

“A specious theory is confuted by this free and 
peerecs experiment, which demonstrates that the 
iberty of divofee does pot contribute to happiness 
and virtue, The facility of separation would de- 
stroy all mutual confidence. and inflame every 
trifling dispute. The minute difference Letween a 
husband aud a stranger, which might so ecas'ly be 
removed, might st{il more easily be forgotten.” 

And here is one from Colonel Ingersoll: 

‘Is it tothe interest of society that those 
who despise each other should live together? 
Ought the world to be peopled by children of 
hatred or disgust, the children of lust and 
loathing, or by the welcome babes of mutual 
love? Isit possible that an infinitely wise 
and compassionate God insists that a helpless 
woman shall remain the wife of a crue! 
wretch? Can this add tothe joy of Paradise, 
or tend to keep one harp intune? Can any- 
thing be more infamous than for 4 government 
to compel a woman to remain the wife of a 
man she hates—of one whom she justly holds 
in abhorrence? Does any decent man wish 
the assistance of a constable, a sheriff, a judge 
or a church to keep his wife in his house? Is 
it possible to conceive of a more contemptible 
human being than a man who would appeal to 
force in such acase? lt may be said that the 
woman is free to go, and that the coyrts will 
protect her from the brutality of the man who 
promised to be her protector; but where shall 
the woman go? She may have no friends; or 
they may be poor; her kindred may be dead. 
Has she no right to baild another home? 
Must this woman, full of kindnéss, affection, 
health, be tied and chained to this living 
corpse? Is there no future for her? Must she 
be an outcast forever—deceived and betrayed 
for her whole life? Canshe never sit by her 
own hearth, with the arms of her children 
about her neck, and with a husband who loves 
and nrotecta her? Te shatn hecome a social 
pariah, and is this for the benefit of society 7?—or 
1st -» »1@s8ake of the wretch who destroyed 
her life ?’’ 

‘Lhe good home is the unit of the good gov- 
ernment. The hearth-stone is the corner- 
stone of civilization. Society Is not interested 
in the preservation of hateful homes, of homes 
where husbands and wives are selfish, cold and 
cruel. Itis not to the interest of society that 
good women should be enslaved, that they 
should live in fear, or thatthey should become 
mothers by husbands whom they hate. Homes 
should be filled with kind and generous fathers, 
with true and loving mothers; and when they 
are s@filled, the world will be civilized. In- 
telligence will rock the cradle; justice will sit 
in the courts; wisdom in the legislative halls; 
and above all and overall, like the dome of 
heaven, will be the spirit of liberty.” 

“If this be true, upon what principle can a 
woman continue to sustain the relation of wife 
after love is dead? Is there some other con 
s'deration that can take the place of genuine 
affection? Can she be bribed with money, or 
a home, or position, or by public opinion, and 
still remain a virtuous woman? Is it for the 
good of society that virtue should be thus cru- 
cified between church and state? Gan it be 
siid that this contributes tothe moral purity 
of the human race? 

“Isthere a higher standard of virtue in 
countries where divorce is prohibited than in 
tose where it ig granted? Where husbands 
and wives who have ceased to love cannot be 
divorced, thore are mistresses and lovers. 

‘*The sacramental view of marriage is the 
shield of vice. The world looks at the wifo 
who has been abused, who has been driven 
from the home of her husband, and the world 
pities; and when this wife is loved by some 
other man, the worid excuses. So, too, the 
husband who cannot live in peace, who leaves 
his home, is pitied and excused. 

“Is it ble to conceive of anvthing more 
immoral @han for a husband to insist on liv- 
ing with a wife who has no love for him? Is 
notthisa perpetual crime? Is the wife to 
lose her personality? Has she no right of 
choice? Is her modesty the property of an- 
other? Is the man she hates the the lord of 


ter desire? Hasshe no right to guard the 


‘yewels of her soul? Is there a depth below 
this? And fs this the foundation of morality? 
this the corner-stone of society? this the arch 
that supports the dome of civilization? Is 
this pathetic sacrifice onthe one hand, this 
‘secrilece on the other, pleasing inthe sight of 
heaven ? 

‘“to me, the tenderest word in our language, 
the most pathetic fact within our knowledge, 
is materpity. Around this sacred word clus- 
ter the joys and sorrows, the agonies and ecsta- 
cies, of the human race. The mother walks in 
the shadow of death thatshe may giveanother 
life. Upon the altar of love she puts her own 
life in pawn. When the world is civilized, no 
wife will become a mother inst her will. 
Man will then know that to enslave another is 
to imprison bimself.’’ 


The Atkinson Cookery. 

When the men invade the kitchen there is 
likely to be trouble. Edward Atkinson has 
gotten into it and now he proposes. to revolu-: 
tionize the whole business. He proposes to 
make the cooking automatic, so to speak, so 
that a man can set his breakfast like an alarm 
clock when he goos to bed and it will be ready 
when he gets up in the morning. 

His Aladdin cooker, as he calls it, is made of 
paper and the leat is furnished by an ordinary 
kerosene lamp. 

His ideas on cooking are formulated as fol- 
lows: 

“What, then, are the simple principles of 
the science of cooking? I think they may be 
stated in a few very plain terms: 

‘1. The heat should be derived from fuel

“The same may be said of illuminating gas 
when used in one of the burners of the Bun- 
sen type, which supply an excess of oxygen and 
yield the blue flame. 

“The combustion of of] and of gas can be 
brought under absolute control by gauging the 
size of wick or burner to the work to be done, 

“2 The oven in which theffood is to be sub- 
jected to this measurable and controllable 
source of heat must be so constructed that the 
heat imparted to it may be entrapped and ac- 
cumulated ap to acertain measure or degree 
and then ma 
out substantial variation until the work is 
done. This can be done by jacketing the oven 
in a suitable way with material which 1s in- 
combustible and also a non conductor of heat. 

“3. There should be no direct communica- 
tion between the true oven or receptacle in 
which the food is nlaced and the source of 
heat, lest the products of incompléte combus- 
tion should sometimes taint the food, and lest 
the food should be exposed to being in places 
burned or scorched. 

‘These three conditions are all accomplished 
in the twosomewhat crade and probably in- 
complete inventions which I have named 
the “Aladdin Cooker’ aud the ‘Aladdin 
Oven,” in both of which the heat derived 
from common lamps, stch as are used for 
lighting, may be ene or gecamulated so-as to 
do the work of cooking in a véry porfect man- 
ner. In the cooker the heat is imparted to 
water in an attachment to a metal-lined 
wooden box corresponding to the water back 
of the common range or stove, and the work is 
done by the contact of the hot water with the 
outside of the porcelain vessels in which the 
food is placed, or by the steam gonerated when 
the water is heated to the boiling point. 

“Tn the ovén a colamn of heated air is car- 
ried from the chimney of the lamp to the in- 
side of an outer oven made chiefly of prepared 
wood pulp, but outside of the inner sheet-iron 
or metallic oven in which the food is placed, 
which inner oven is separately ventilated. 

“T do not claim any originality in these sim- 
ple principles or in the idea of jacketing an 
oven with non-conduciors of heat. 
All these matters are well under- 
stood by every intelligent stove manu- 
facturer, but it is practically impossible 
for any one to apply them in making stoves 
such as will meet the demand of the market, 
for two reasons: 

"1, The greatest demand for stoves is that of 
people of very mederate means, who are too 
much controiled by the price in making a 
choice, making the common error in confound- 
ing cheapness with low price, an error which 
leads to great waste not on!y in the matter of 
stoves but in many other ways. 

‘2. The absolute and imperative  pref- 
erence of the public fora stove in or upon 
which the work can be done very quickly. 

‘The custom of cooking quickly isin parta 
maiter of choice, and in part due to the neces- 
sity to which a great many working people are 
subject to cook their meals quickly or else to 
go without hot breakfasts and dinners. 

Another great obstruction to improve- 
ment in the . art of cooking is 
the almost universal misconception that 
the finer cuts of meat are more nutritious than 
the coarser portions, coupled with an almost 
universal prejudice among ne: —— 
against stewed food. This prejudice oubt- 
less due to the tasteless quality of boiled meat; 
boiling toughens each of the fine fibers, and 
deprives the meat almost wholiy of its dis- 
tinctive flavor. 

All these blunders and misconceptions must 
evidently be removed before any true art of 
cooking can become common practice. 

‘‘The more necessary, however, does it be- 
come to invent apparatus in which meat can 
only be simmered and cannot boil, as in the 
Aladdin cooker, and also to invent a stove or 
oven in which neither meat nor bread can be 
overcooked. dried up, or rendered indigestible 
by too much heat, as in the Aladdin oven. 

‘‘Next, people must be persuaded that a bet- 
ter and more nutritious breakfast can be made 
ready to oat, as soon as the family 
are out of bed, by putting meat stews, oat- 
meal, brown bread and many kinds of pud- 
dings into the cooker, and simmering all nigbt 
by the use of a single safe jamp, than in any 
other way. 

‘People must be taught that the diuner can 
be put in the oven when both husband and 
wife go to the mill to work, and so treated that 
it may be found perfectly cooked at noon, 
_ requiring any attention in the inter- 
vai. 

‘People must be taught that the best of 
bread, raised with good yeast, can be mixed 
and kneaded between 12:30 and 1 p. m., 
placed in a bread-raiser, which will raise it 
ready for the oven at 6 or7 p. m., and that this 
bread may be perfectly baked in two hours by 
the heat of the evening lamp, which at the 
same time serves to give light for reading or 
sewing.”’ : 


Wendall Phillips as an Orator. 
Carlos Martyn in the Forum. : 

This article gives a good idea of the *‘vol- 
cano-under-snow’’ style of Wendall Phillips, 
the greut orator who was to the abolitionists 
what Toombs and William L. Yancey were to 
the south. 


His style is thus described: 

“in gestura Mr. Phillips was unstudied, but the 
play of his arms and the use of his hands and fin- 
gers were sure to be sigfificant and illustrative, and 
ecomported with his polished style. He impressed 

ou as being unable to twist his form or to uge his 
imbs ungracefully. A competent critic says: 

Tae a ge to the oratory of Wondell Phillips 
lay in this: that it was essentially conversational— 
the conversational raised to its highest power. 
Perhaps no orator ever spoke with so litile appa- 
rent efiort, or began so entirely on ihe pase of 
average hearers. It was asif he simply repeated, 
in a little louder tone, wyat he had jut been saying 
to some farniliar friend at his elbow. The effect was 
absolutely disarming. Those accusiomed to spread- 
eagle eloguence felt, rhaps,a siight sense of 
disappointment. Conld this easy, effortless man 
be Wendell Phillips? But he held them by bis 
very quietness ; it did not seem to have occurred to 
him te doutt his power to hold them. The poise 
of his maniy figure, the easy ce of his 
attitude, the thrilling modulation of his perfectly - 
trained voice, the ao of his gesture. the keen 

netration of his eye, all alded to keep his hearers 

nhand, The eae > ery oe was néver relaxed, but 
it was familiarly wit t loss ot dignity. hen he 
said ‘isn’t,’ and ‘wasn’t,’ oreven, ikean English- 
man, dropped his g’s, it did not seem inelegant; he 
might almost have been ungrammaitical, and it 
would not have impaired the fine airof the man, 
Then, as the argument went on, the voice grew 
deeper, the action more animated, and the sen- 
tences came ina ag saat swell, still easy and 
eraceful, but powerful as the soft stretching of a 
tiger’s paw. He could be as terse as Carlyle,or his pe- 
riois could be as prolonged and cumulative as those 
of Choate or Evarts; bo matter; they carried in 
either case the saine charm.”

‘That most eloquent of all southerners, as I 
think, Mr. Sargent 8. Prentiss, of Mississippi, 
was addressing a crowd of)4,000 people in his

“The electric fishes—the torpedo, the silu- 
rus, the gymnotus and the ray—are the only 
animals, it is true, possessing a special appa- 
yatus for the production of electricity ; yet the 
cell-structure and disks of their batteries have 
been developed from ordinary cells and tissues 
common to animal life. Other animals some- 
times evince like powers. An acquaintance of 
the writer, some years ago, in California, came 
upon asplendid specimen of rattlesnake, which 
he determined to capture. With a forked 
stick ho succeeded in pinning his snakeshi ato 
the ground just as he iad reached ahole. The 
snake seomed to be securely caught, but with 
a convulsive effort he not only entered the 
hole, but gave my friend an electric shock 
which he recalls as being the strongest he ever 

ceived. 
me We are largely ignorant of the conditions 
necessary to the storage of this force in the 
human organism, but good health seems to be 
ene. When their power is dissipated by re- 
ated shocks, electric fish exhibit all the las- 
situde of weary human beings. The writer 
once handled a gymnotus, in Fulton market, 
whose shock was hardly perceptible; yet, 
when vigorous, they are Known to kill horses 
and mules by their powerful discharges. 

“Ttissaid that any person in good health 
may convert his lower extremities into electric 
batteries, by wearing two pairs of silk stock- 


#*ings, preferably a black pair over white. After 


wearing them but ashort time and removing 
them together, an attempt to separate the two 
colors will manifest a resistance of several 
pounds. 

“\ remarkable instance of the salutary 
effects of atmospheric electricity on the hu- 
man body is told by the Wolverhampton corre- 
spondent of the London ‘Times.’ He states 
that during a thunder storm a collier named 
Bates, who had lost his sight through an acci- 
dent, was being led home, when a flash of 
lightning was reflected on the spectacles he 
was wearing to conceal his disfigurement. 
After the peal of thunder which followed he 
complained of pain in his head. The next 
moment, to his surprise, he found that he had 
regained possession of his eyesight. The oc- 
currence caused considerable excitement in the 
locality. 

“Since the date of Galvani’s discovery, there 
have been many persons sufliciently bold to 
assert the identity of electricity and life. Even 
before that period, the observance of electric 
phenomena in man had been a subject of pop- 
ular interest. In his ‘History of Electricity,’ 
Priestley relates that drawing a spark from a 
living body ‘makes a principal part of the di- 
version of gentlemen and ladies who come to 
see experimentsin electricity.” Doubtless the 
diversion was not lessened by the fact that the 
‘electrical kiss’ was a fayorite form of the ex 
periment. 

“The excitementin Paris, Edinburgh and 
other cities, following the application of gal- 
vanic electricity to dead bodies, was of a very 
startling character, many supposing that tho 
secrets of life were about to be yielded up by 
this wonderful fluid. Bonaparte, it is said, 
after witnessing experiments in voltaic clec- 
trolysis, remarked to his physician, Corvesart: 
“Here, doctor, is tho image of life; the virte- 
bral column is the pile, the liveris the nega- 
tive, tho bladder the positive pole.’ Though 
light has been discovered since that state 
ment was made, but a modicum of the truth 
probably is known. 

“Perhaps the developed man of the future, 
iu his physiological relations to the universe, 
wiil exemplify the magnet, whose forces are 
needed constantly as received without seem- 
ing detriment to its substance.’’

THE LITERARY PYELD. 
WIP AUTHORS DO NOT READ MANY 
BOOKS. 


Cable, Johnaton, Harris and other Southern 


Writers Gossip With Publishers and Lit- 
erateurs. 


New York, November 8.—In literary circles 
the reception season has not yet opened, but 
the drawing rooms of authoresses are nightly 
frequented by callers, and the theaters claim 
the patronage of this class to a great oxtent. 
It is not a rare occurrence to seo a popular and 
fair writer in a box surrounded by pen work- 
ers; inked and nicotined fingers are unmistak- 
able insignia of the males, while eye-glasses 
and plainness of attire charactorize the ladies, 
as a general rule. 

“Oh, I feel like I can enjoy this play to- 
night,”’ said a pretty young aathoress, as she 
entered a bof at the Lyceum and shook hands 
with a group of friends who were awaiting her 
arrival. ‘‘The editor of the ———— has been 
urging me for a month to finish a Christmas 
story. Day after day passed, letter after letter 
came, but I just couldn’t get myself worked 
up to poor little Ted’s starving condition and 
the great joy that layin store for him as a 
Christmas present. But yesterday I bent to it. 
This morning I was in a fever heat; at noon I 
was pegging away under high pressure; and 
as I got ready for the play tonight Isentit to 
the post. Yes, I feel all right, and wil) -for- 
give the stage people anything. When I am 
at work, ‘I (quoting from Lord Chnmley) 
cahn’t sleep, y’ know; cahn’t eat, y’ know; 
cahn’t smoke, y’ know.’ ”’ 

Miss Fannie Aymar Mathows entertalns her 
literary friends most charmingly in her beau- 
tiful home in 133d street. Herdrawing rooms 
are most artistically furnished and decorated. 
She is one of the youngest of New York 
authoresses. Her books, which haye been 
most widely read, are ‘His Will and Her 
Way,” and “Tonight at Eight,” a volume of 
comédies and comediettas, which had a con- 
siderable run. In fact,itis, as she says, the 
only book of comedies written by avy Ameri- 
can author. Remembering having seen a let- 
ter of hers published in Belford’s Magazine, 
in response to a request sent out to writers by 
the editor of that magazine, to obtain the 
namés of their favorite books, I expressed my 
surprise at noting her acknowledge that she 
had read none of the works of famous or well 
known authors with the exception of Shaks- 
peare. 

‘*Yes,”’ said she, “I guess that was a surprise 
to. the public generally, and many no 
doubt thought that if I did not have 
appreciation nough to es Oy books 

hght o have had sense enough not to have 
confessed it. I don’t know why I have a dis- 
taste to rcading current literature. I simp! 
ao} pat is very much like work, anc I 

on {fee rested ip it enough to pursue it. 
I liké to writé, but slike reading.” 

This js anothot argument in favor of the 
view taken by s0 many leading pepers not long 
since in discussing Mrs. Francis Hodgson 
Burnett’s limited book education linked with 
hor unparelleled success, to the effect that au- 
thors can do good literary work and not be 
deep readers. Perhaps there are more writers 
inthe world today in Miss Mathews’ condition 
than would care to acknowledge it. I have 
met a good many writers in New York and 
have not found them as a class very 
fond of talking of books aside from their own 
and, perhaps, those of their rivals. In Pen- 


. dennis, Thackeray admits, in referringto a 


visit Pendennis bas paid to a gathering of 
London literary lights, that no class of people 
in the world read Jess than writers. It may 
be that writers of fiction, at least, have pretty 
well developed imaginations, and are fond of 
exercising them atthe expense of receiving 
the ideas of others. Olive Shreiner, in The 
Story ofan African Farm, touches upon the 
thought? in these words: “It is a question 
whether it were not betier to be the shabbiest 
of fools, and know the way up the little stair 
of imagination tothe land of dreams, than 
the wisest of men, who see nothing that the 
eyes do not show, and feel nothing that the 
hands do not touch.” 

Not long since in speaking of the same sub- 
ject with a bright authoress, she summed the 
whole up in saying that hature had rarely en- 
dowed a human being with both the receptive 
and creative mental faculties. This is not in- 
tohded as an argument against storing the 
mind with all possible information. Bulwer 
could not have written The Last Days of Pom 
pei with any but a well stored mind, bat on 
the other hand, if Dickens had been a book- 
worm he could not have had enough time at 
his disposal to have delved as sedulously into 
the close study of broad human nature as he 
did in producing his undying pictures. 

Conversing with the editor of a leading mag- 
azine the other day. I asked him 
if he thought a writer could leave the 
locality in which he founded his scenes 
and from which he drew his characters, and 
live in New York and do as good literary work 
as he could if he were among his scenes and 


types. 

RY do not,’’saidhe. “Ithink it would do 
all authors good to live a part of their time 
here, or in any other busy place, for a writer 
can do more work in a given length of time in 
the push and stir of a metropolis than ina 
quieter place, but he can no more leave his 
types permanently and continue to write cor- 
rectly of them, than a painter can continue to 
paint well without his models. There’s Cable, 
for instance, he has left the south and lives in 
the north. His-oarly work fairly stands before 

ou, most distinct as to sharply cut outlines. 
lis later work shows:that he is better fitted 
for literary work in all points save the one 
in guestion. He has a more contident 
stroke, but his pictures stand before 
you as if they were in a haze, they 
have lost their clearness of outline, and their 
actions do not touch you as deeply as before. 
He remembers the geography of New Orleans, 
bas an idea of where thestreets lie, where 
certain groups of negroes and creoles stand, 
but he can’t recall it all,and when you read 
after him you only see, and faintly, what he 
remembers. He has not the ever-varying typo 
to paint from, and he is forced to drass up his 
1d ones in habiliments of would-be disguise. 
omeé readers don’t detect the sham, but they 
are not interested in Mr. Cable’s later books, 
and don’t know why. It is the same with 
Richard Malcom Johnson and Miss Murfree’s 
work. Joel Chandler Harris is a fair example 
of stay-at home authors.. His daily existence, 
“eyrers to him hundreds of giposniny, Bi Sg 
e nor his readers haye never seen before. 
Weare interested in his pictures, and anxiously 
look forward for wore ef them. He leads 
southern writers and will continue to dogo. 
It isa great mistake for writers, as soon as 
they have attracted the attention of the litera- 
ry world to their work, to drop the very stud- 
ies which have given them prominence and 
try to write about sorhething they know noth- 
ing about. A great deal has been said about 
the day of dialect stories being over, this has 
come mostly from aclass of northern writers, 
who are envious of the attention that sonthern 
dialoct stories are attracting. The best litera- 
ture that is current today contains dialect of 
some kind. Without it no character who uses 
it would be well portrayed, provided it is cor- 
rectly reproduced, and without the character 
who use f what would our literature be?

Historians and biographers 
have supplemented statements. and opinions 
with extracts and lists of authorities sufficient 
to reduce the most skeptical to a state of com- 
plete prostration.”

All rights reserved, 
CHAPTER UI. 


Although the Cherokees have been gone 
from Georgia onlya half century they have 
left no lasting trace behind them, except in 
the names with which they christened their 
beautiful rivers, mountaius and valleys. Some 
' of these names Iam sorry to say have been 
anglicised, and the pure Indian corrupted, but 
still enough remains to indicate their origin, 
and is a legacy tothe ethnology of Georgia 
which should be cherished and kept from 
spoliation. The Indians often gav®o names to 
an object with some poetic or tragic signifi- 
cance underlying it. What region in the 
world can produce sweeter sonnding names for 
ite rivers than those which flow so peacefully 
today through the now forgotten Cherokee na- 
tion. Chicamanga (river of death), Armu- 
chee, Connasauga, Chattooga, Coosawattee, 
old creek place), Tallulah (terribie), Coosa, 

occoa (beautiful), Uluftee, Gume-ke-lo-ka- 
stekoa Chattahoochee,Chestatee (clear water), 
Bu-ke-la-na-qua, Elijay (green  earth,) 
‘Tacoa, Toogla, ttowa Hiwassee 
Ulufta, Gumeketoka, Stekoa, Chat- 
Chestatu (clear water), Eukela-na-qua, Tacoa 
Ostewaula (rock ledge), Sequa (hog), Coosa- 
wattee (old town), Amicalolalah (tumbling 
waters), Cowana (duck), Salacoa (corn 
maker), Oothca-lo-ga shape of a gun,) 
Ulco-fa-hatchee, Notlay Tesentee, and others. 

Some of the important creeks having Indian 
names are: Peavine, Nickajack, Mud creek, 
* Aquilla, Wite Path, Tiger Tails, Talking 
Rock, Fiscutee, Chofstoa — place, Ya 
hoola, Proctors Soaps, Peachtree (Quan-na), 
Running Waters, Sweet Water (Amarga- 
nasta), Scared Corn. The water falls of Toc

coa, Estatoah, Stekoah, are very picturesque 
and beautiful, while Tallulah is an ever grow- 
ing wonder, and will some day be the objec- 
tive point of many a south-bound, wonler 

seeking tourist. 

The valleys of War-Woman, Nacooches 
Hiwassee, Rabun Gap, Cohutta, Vann, Sugar, 
Mission Ridge and Ridge’s are remarkable for 
their beautiful surroundings and fertility of 


soil, and bear the names of some 
ofthe Indian heros or heroines, long lost 
to the memory of Georgia. Among the 


many beautiful mountains which make this 
region so picturesque, Lost, Currahee, Skits, 
Yonah, Tray, Screamer, Tallulah, Sweat 
Brushy, Blood, Karte, Kenelusk, Chattooga, 
Chu-que-tah, Cohuttah, Kennesaw, Sawnee, 
Taylor’s Ridge, Pigeon and Lookout are 
among some of the most historic. Many beau- 
tiful legends are told in connection with the 
histories of these mountains, rivers, valleys 
and creeks, but which cannot be retold in this 
sketch. 

Mounds and fortifications abound in this 
region, also numerous rock pile graves, which 
tradition says pertain both to the Cherokees 
and to a pre-historic race, which the Chero- 
kees dispossessed. Out of these mounds from 
time te time numerous relics have been taken, 
many of which would have been of great value 
4o the historical collections of our state, but 
many have been ruthlessly destroyed through 
ignorance. But few things remained unearthed 
now which tells the story of the former 
Indian occupancy of the country. 

In order to supplement the meager accounts 
which history gives us of the Georgia Chero- 
kees, I have sought diligently for facts con- 
cerning them among the few remaining octo- 
genarians who once lived in their midst, and 
can yet tell of their acquaintance and inter-.- 
course with this people. Many of the Indians 
were 

SLAVE-HOLDERS, 
and were humane and indulgent masters. 
Indeed, it is asserted that it was hard to tell 
which was master and which slave, so lenient 
was their discipline on the slave. Major 
Ridge, John Ross, Elias Brudenot, Judge 
Jack Mattin, John Bell, were among the 
So epee slaveholders, and they removed 
their slaves with them to the new territory. 
Old spe Still,_an Indian, who lived near 

on the Campbell Wallace place), 


/ owned slaves. As soon as the question of re- 


moval was decided, he with many others, 
quietly packed his household, negroes and all, 
and made their exodus without the aid of gov- 
ernment bayonets. One of Jack Still’s houses 
is still standing, and is used by Mr. Wallace as 
a sheep cote.

When the Indians were ready for a general 
removal. they were taken from their respective 
camps to some convenient point on the Ten- 
nessee river. Those from Fort Buffington, in 
now Cherokee county, Fort Embey at Dah- 
tonega, and from Talona in Pickens county, 
were taken to Charleston on the little Tennes 
see river. ’ 

Others were taken direct to Ross Landing, 
now Chattanooga, and others to Gunter’s 
Landing in north Alabama. The boats of 
transportation were open flatboats, or barges. 
At that time. but one steamboat had gone as 
high up the Tennessee river as Charleston. 
The government paid the Indians $10 per acre

for cleared land, $40 for every cabin, $10 for 
every peach tree, and $5 for every apple tree. 
They paid them in government scrip, which 
was redeemed at Ross Landing when they all 
reached that point, While the Indians were 
in camp, many traders bought up the scrip at 
‘nominal prices, and thus made large sums 
of money by their unjust specula 
tion. An old trader told me that 


when the Indians were captured and taken to 


New Echta, some of them owed him four or 
five hundred dollars. They paid him in gov- 
ernment script, dollar for dollar, and he never 


lost a cent. lias Bonderiot collected it all for 


him without charge. On another occasion an 
Indian walked twenty miles to pay him twen- 
ages cents, balance due him on an account. 


e Cherokees were noted for paying their 


debts and keeping their word generally. An- 
essential part of the outfit covided b 


blanket given to every Indian, big and little. 


In many families where there were several 
children, the supply of blankets was more than 
was needed, these the owners could sell if they” 
choose, and did sell many of them to the na- 
tives. Such blankets have never before or 


Since been seen in north Georgia. 
THEIR HOUS 


The Indians for the m rt lived in rud 
.. Jog and pole huts, with large, open-moutiied 
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to crawl through. A gentleman told me that 
he had often come upon the Indians when 
they would be thus hibernating, and at the 
sight of a white man they would dart back 
into their ovens and hide out of sight. Once 
he went into one of these houses himself. He 
found only about a bushel of live coals heaped 
together in the middle, but the place was al- 
most unbearably hot. They would cover these 
coals with ashes when they would go out and 
thus keep fire alive a long time. 

*“CONNA HA-NY.” 

The Cherokee noe of diet was a coarse 
kind of hominy. This was made of Indian 
corn beaten in a wooden mortar by a stone 
pestie. These mortars, or huge bowls, often 
two feet or more in circumference, were made 
by burning out a piece of hard wood, poplar or 
hickory, and then rubbing the inside 
smooth with stone polishers. This hominy 
was boiled and seasoned with salt 
and sometimes lye, and was usually eaten with 
wenn spoons from the vessel in which it was 

iled. 

The pot of ‘‘conna ha ny”’ was always serv fs 
and at meal time it was placed in the middle 


of the wigwam and the household in turn | 


helped themselves toaspoonful. If astranger 
declined to join in this simple repast, he was 
not considered very friendly. And it is said, 
in many huts, the dog was entitled toa dip into 
this family dish, if he chose. They had also 
com pounas of corn and beans beaten ether, 
one so shaped that they called it ‘‘dog head”’ 
in English, and another which they called 
‘broad sword,’’ from its peculiar mould. 

These compounds they wrapped in fodder 
and boiled before using. Their mode of dry- 
ing yenison, now lost to the memory of this 
country, made a most delicious meat. The 
Indians were very small eaters and had ve 
sound white teeth. They were fond of fis 
and frogs, as well as the turkey and deer. 
They had avery ingenious way of catching 
fish i making ‘‘pounds’’ in the rivers. -These 
‘‘pounds’’ were rock-walled  inclosures, 
covering an area of water some- 
times two or three hundred feet in cir- 
cumference. into which the fish would 
be drifted by overflows or driven in at low wa- 
ter by the Indians going in and agitating the 
stream. They had great frolicsin thus driy 
ing the fish into the ‘‘pounda,’’ and the men 
and women alike joined in the rude sport. 
When the “pounds” were fuil the Indians 
would take baskets of powdered buckeye with 
which they would churn in the water, thus 
poisoning the fish. The poison only blinded 
the fish and then they would float to the top 
and be readily caught. Tney greatly enjoyed 
the chestnuts, hickory nuts, etc., with which 
their fine forests abounded, and one reason, it 
is said, why they burnt the woods every 
autumn was to better obtain the immense crop 
of nuts which covered the ground. 

CLOTHING, PAPOOSES, ETC. 

The women generally wore cotton cloth or 
calico dresses, cut very low at the neck in 
front, but the waist was always supplemented 
with a cape, which they seldom left off. They 
were great admirers of red and blue calico, 
and bought it at 374 cents per yard whenever 
they could get it. The men wore long hunt 
ing shirts (as they are called), hanging almost 
to the feet and belted at the waist. These gar. 
ments were made of various fabrics, often of 
buckakin. Some of them wore buckskin 
trousers and leggings. Most all wore mocca- 
sins, called ‘“pilly pikers,”” and which were 
often beaded richly, after the long known In- 
dian fashion. They often wore buckles on 
their moccasins made of silver, which they 
took from the mines somewbere in the Cher- 
kee region that no white man has 
ever been able to find. The men 
and women alike wore a pro- 
fusion of beads, fancy colored and of varied 
size, as well as nuggets of silver and gold and 
flakes of mica, strung about their bodies as 
their fancy dictated. Silver and gold rings 
beaten into shape by rare ingenuity orna- 
mented their ears and noses. 

Even on a short march the women carried 
their babies on their backs, always swaddled 
in a blanket or packed in a long pouch-shaped 
basket made of cane for the purpose. The | 
babies are reported as looking very cunning 
and bright as they peeped over their mothers 
shoulders, and they seldem cried and were 
rarely ever sick. 

HANDIWORK, WEAPONS, ETC. 

The Cherokees were very skillful in con- 
triving and making many of their most nec- 
essary articles of farm and household use. 
Their stone hatchets with which they dressed 
their deer, etc., were cut from hard flint rock 
by a very skillful touch. This rock has almost 
encirely disappeared from this section of 
Georgia. Their jars, pots, pipes, bowls and 
spoons were, many of them, quite artistic, and 
could endure any amount of hard usage. But 
in their basket making they excelled in inge- 
nuity. These were made of cand. The Indi- 
ans would go to the cane-brakes in the winter 
and cog the young canes in the mud. By 
spring thesecanes would be dyed as blaok 
as ink. With pocoon or blood root they 
would dye other cones, and then with the 
three colors, red, black and tan, the color of 
the cane when mature; they would weave 
pretty and artistic designs in their baskets. 
These baskets were of various shapes and 
sizes, ranging from a small size key basket to 
one that would hold a bushel. I have in my 
possession one of these baskeis, which is 100 
years old, from good authority, and itis not 
nearly worn out. This gives some idea of the 
duribility of their cone work. 

The women, or squaws, did all the field and 
house work. 

The men chiefly hunted. They were very 
skillful with bows and arrows an blowguns, 
which were very rude and simple things. 
Their arrows were mostly sharpened cahés 
around which they twisted feathers, of 
sometimes thistle down (which they 
called ‘‘cheecha”’), to give it a _ spiral 
course through the air. These canes were 
sometimes Lope with flint points 1 page = 
cut in half-diamond shape and tied on with 
deer sinews, and they would kill man or béast 
at along distance. An Indian could killa 
squirrel a hundred yards away in the top of 
a tree with one of these arrows. Their blow- 
guns were eqnally effective and simple wea 
ons. They were large canes six feet long, with- 
the joints burnt out from one end ,to theother, 
and the arrows were sharpened reeds a foot or 
more in length, wrapped at one end with 
thistledown ; so that it fitted tight to the cane, 
and these were blown from the gun with the 
mouth. These arrows would kill small game 
equal to those shot from a bow. An old gen- 
tleman in Cherokee county told me that he 
once saw two little Indian at Downing’s 
ford (Downing was an Indian) kill blue-birds 
at every shot with blewguns. As the birds 
would fall they would pick them up, slip their 
heads under a string tied around the waist, 
and thus were soon belted with the lovely 
little creatures. 

LAWS, CEREMONIES, AMUSEMENTS. 

The Cherokee code of laws was said to be 
very meagre, but inflexible. It was a death 
pena to ‘reveal their secrets pertaining to 
medicirn®, or to the valuable mines which they 
worked so surreptitiously. They seldom — 
ticed capital punishment. An eye witness 
told me of a case that came under his knowl- 
edge. An Indian near Clarksville was sen- 
tenced to death by their judges, and he was to 
be shot. As soon as he heard his sentence he 
said with calm, stolid face, “Well, shoot 
me quick;’’ and he was put to death ac- 
cordingly gn the spot. For stealing and fight- 
ing they were whipped, as the last resort. A 
most unique and wholesome method of pun- 
ishment among them, and the one mostly re- 
sorted to, was ‘“‘tying a man down.”’ When a 
man transgressed he was bound hand and foot 
and lafd on the ground. Then some one or 
more of the judges would sit down by th@®f- 
fender and talk and reason with him, till 
a promise of reformation was 
made. Then he was unbound and all shook 
hands in token of forgivenness. Onone occas- 
ion in now Gordon county a man was found 
guilty of whipping his wife. He was hound 
down to the ground, and it is said “the turned 
as green as a lizzard in the face from anger,” 
but he was tied hand and foot and could do no 
damage. The udges sat down by him] andéit 
took a “whole half day to get him reconciled,” 
first one and then another reasoning with bim. 
This law struck me as a very humane and 
salutary method of om the demon out of a 
man without disgracing him more than was 
necessary. It aye them time to cool off if 


his pride had been unduly humilia and 
yet he had been subdued. There isa flavor of 
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to til the soil and furnish the bread for the 
family. The woman's part of the compact she 
generally faithfully kept. Their lovers were 
ardent and often of romantic temperament, 
and the women affectionate and loyal in heart. 
It is said that while the lax laws of the Indian 
did not prohibit polygamy, it was not by any 
means a universal practice among them. Some 
of the most beautiful and touching legends to 
be found in the history of any people relate 
to the Jove affairs$of the departed Cherokee. 
The Indian women showed great affection for 
their children and high respect for their 
braves. As wives they were docile and long 
suffering. Like all half-civilized races, the 
men looked upon women as chattels, but they 
were seldom cruel or abusive to their squaws. 
The law of marriage became more deeply sol- 
emnized as the influence of Christianity began 
to spread among them. They seldom had do- 
mestic troubles until the white man intro- 
duced whisky among them.

tothe Saloons—Brown’s ‘‘Notes” Disclose

After the passage of Senator Shannon's resolu- 
tion complimentary to President du Bignon and 
Senator Bradwell's complimeutary remarks, resolu- 
tions thanking the secretary, officers and reporters, 
Senator DuPree took the floor and thanked the 
senate for its compliment in making him president 
pro tem, 

The hands of the clock were stopped at 5:13 
while President du Bignon delivered his farewell 
address reviewing the work of the general assem- 
bly. It was a notable speech and in it he ans 
nounced hts retfrement from publie life. 

The speech was as follows: » 


Speech of President du Bignon. 


“The hour approaches when the legislative 
session willfinallyend. Before the announcement 
is made thas will sever forever the official associa- 
tion in which we have remained so long, you will 
bear with me senators, while I give expression to 
some thoughts which the occasion seems to demand 
and which pres: upon me for viterance. 

A long and arduous term of service has drawn to 
a close. Never perhaps, since the rehabilitation of 
of our state government, has there 
been a more important session of 
the general assembly. At no former. time 
have questions more vitally affecting her material 
interests, and more perpicxing in their nature, pres 
sented themselves for legislativeaction. These qnes- 
tions of general interest to the entire state, exciting 
as they naturally would, honest differences of opin - 
ion, were carefully considered and have been cons 
scientious!y, and as Iam confident, the future wiil 
demonstrate, wisely disposed of. ‘throughout the 
length and breadth-of the state there exists among 
all classes of the people a spirit of quickened enter- 
prise. Asitsresults, new industries have arisen 
aud numberless associations and companies been 
formed, ali looking to the development of her varied 
interests and up-building of the fortunes of her 
ciliz ns As a Qatural consequence, at no 
former period of her history was 
there ever such a demand for local Jeg- 
islation. A brief glance at this great mass of work 
of the present sessiou will serve to illustrare how 
busy are the agencies ot her crowth and develop- 
ment. Into the two houses of the present lezisia- 
iure there were introduced over thirteen hundred 
bills, Of this number less’ than five 
hundred were of a gencral nature. Of 
the total number introduced, eight hundred and 
thirty-eight have been enacted into laws, Of this 
number four hundred end seventy-one were strictly 
local and special in their character. Seventy-four 
granted charters to banks in various parts of the 
state, sixty-six to railroads, seven to insurance 
companies and twenty-six to other corporations, 
Add to this one hundred and twenty-nine bills of a 
general nature passed, sixty-five resoluiions adopted 
and four hundred and eighty-six defeated measures 
and you will have the work ofthe present legisla- 
ture. As against these figures, the legislature which 
preceded us enacted in all six hundred 
and twenty-one billsand resolutions. Of this num- 
ber 288 were local or special in their nature, It 
will thus be seen that the present legislature was 
burdened with just twice the amount of local legis- 
lation introduced into its predecessor, while its ag- 

regate work exceeded something over 200 bills. 

f the 130 days of the past summer’s session, I am 
safe in saying that more than one-half were con- 
sumed in the consideration of these local measures 
and of this time, not so much as five days 
in either house was given to thelr diseus- 
sion. The time employed was only that re- 
quired fortheir enactment by the constitution o 
the state. 

If legislative sessions are to be shortened in the 
future, one of two changes must o¢cur: either local 
legislation must be disposed of els@whcre, or the 
machinery for its enactment proviiied in tne con- 
stitution radically changed. -fhe constitutional 
convention, which formed our- present organie law, 
was, it is said, inimical to local legislation and 
sought by constitutional provision, to discourage 
it. Whether the objectin view was a wise one or 
not, the result has certainly not been accomplished. 
Not only has it greatly increased in quantity, but 
the time required for its enactment lengthened 
threesfold, It was nounusual occurrence prior to 
the constitution of 1877 for a bill to reach the gov- 
ernor npon the same aor of its introduction. Now, 
with the utmost dispatch possible, six days are 
necessary. 

FAITHFUL WORK. 

I have felt, fellow senators, in view of some of the 
adverse criticisms which have been visited upon 
this legislature, that these facts should be stated. I 
believe that a dispassionate public judgment will 
appreciate them, and realize that attention to duties 
which your oaths imposed, rather. than their neg- 
lect, has been the true” cause of this

Far be it from my purpose to assert that all recent 
legislation in Georgia was either wise or necessary, 
Inmy humble judgment muéh could have been 
dispensed with; much should have been; but. loox- 
ing back through the work of different legislatures 
for the past twenty years, since, indeed, from the 
hour whenthe torn and lacerated form ofa once 
proud commonwealth was rescued from the ruthless 
grasp of the invader down to the present hour, 
when her restored autonomy stands proudly forth 
amid a goodly sisterhood of sovereign states,in fact 
as inname,theempire state of the south; a long 
record of devoted service amid numberless trials 
and temptations, is conclusive of the fact, that err 
as they may have a times, yet beneath the 
whole there breath an honest spirit and 
an earnest purpose to upbuild her broken for- 
tune; to devolope her material resources; to elevate, 
advance and dignify the thoughts and character of 
her people.

But when I married I 
gave up all such ideas and settled down to quiet 
farming,” he went on talking as smoothly 
as a svholar, but all the time 
glancing in every direction to see that no one 
approached.

I gotin with a crowd 
of fellows in Texas who had robbed trains. 
They invited me to join them, and I did not 
hesitate to do so. I joined Nip Thornton’s 
gang, and I ain’t sorry of it,’’ he said, as his 
eyes flashed. 

“Well, goon. Give mea full account of your 
life.’’ 

HIS FIRST ROBBERY. 

“The first trip I took with the boys 
was up into the Indian territory. We 
went there to rob an Indian woman 
of a wad of money we knew 
she had, but we didn’t getit. Coming back in 
the pan handle, we struck a Texas Pacific train 
taking water. Jim, my brother who after- 
wards died in the Arkansas penitentiary, and 
Harrison Bromley, was with Nip and myself 
then. ; We got on that train and went through 
the passengers in a little while. 

“There were four soldiers in the car but they 
were worse scared than anybody else. I took 
their pistols from their pockets while they 
held up their hands. We didn’t get much 
though. I believe it was not quite $200. 

“A little while later,’’ he continued, with 
another nervous glance around, ‘‘we held up 
another train on the same road at Ben Brooke, 
and went through the express car, and in all 
made $a haul of most four thousand, but 
I wasn’t satisfied with that, andfa week after 
held up another on the same road, but didn’t 
get but four hundred.

“Then me and Jim went home and stayed 
there. I got married again, but soon wanted 
to get out again. We got the boys 
together, took our Colt’s shooting irons and 
went for the same road again at Gordon.

‘* ‘Ouick—open that chest and out with the 
valuables or I’ll put a hole in you,’ I said and 
you bet he woke up and did it powerful quick. 

‘*We had jus} got the money when two fel- 
lows rushed to the platform and commenced 
shooting. One o’them had a Winchester. The 
other had a pistol. Joe shot quick and I shot— 
then Joe shot again and again. The other fel- 
lows was shootin’ too, but we got the fellow 
with the Winchester and then left. Iafter- 
wards learned the fellow we killed was named 
Hughes— Chester Hughes—and I’ve always 
been sorry for killin’ him, though I 
don’t know who kilied him, whether it was 
me or Joe. Anyhow, he was a young fellow 
and‘had plenty of grit, and I’m sorry of it,” 
he repeated, as he again glanced nervously 


around. 
Then continuing he said: “But we got 


something over ten thousand that time, and 
lots of people were kept from suffering by it.” 

‘What do you mean by that?’”’ I asked. 

“Just what I say.” 

“Oh, yes, that’s the money you paid for 
your father’s place, and some of which you—”’ 
RUBE SEEMS ANGERED. 

‘‘Look here, boy,” he broke in, and his 
eyes flashed in anger, “I don’t git 
mad easy, but I don’t want none of your jaw.

Story of aSon’s Half-Wasted Life and His 
Vain Dasire for His Father’s Pardon.

edy played itself out yesterday at the Mount Sinai 
hospital just as the day was fading. In one of the 
large wards, where every cot containéd a sufferer, 
one of the beds was surrounded by a great screen 
which hid it completely from view. The patients 
well knew what the black screen meaut. One of 


their number was dying, and thouch be was hidden’ 


from their sight, they could feel that the last 
supreme moment was near, for the sound of weep- 
ing which had come from behind the screen ail day 
had become more intense, Just as the big hands on 
the clock pointed to six the bowed figure ofa 
woman moved out from behind the screen, and 
without looking to the right or left walkad slowly 
toward the door. With each step came a sob, and 
the handkerchief which she pressed close to her 
face did not hide the anguish written on ber pretty, 
young fertures and mirrored in her big brown eyes, 
The woman was Mrs. James B. Swords, and her 
husband, who had just passed away behinti-the 
screen, had died under peculiarly sad circume- 
stances. 

He inherited a fortune of $15,000 from his mother, 
and at once started in on a wild career, which he 
kept up until his money was gone, Six yeurs ago, 
after a bitter quarrel, he parted from his old father, 
never to see him again. Afterward he married and 
settled down. But no reconciliation with his oid 
father was ever effected, and when the son feit thag 
he must die he longed to be forgiven before it was 
too late. When last heard of his iather, whose 
name was Wiliiam J. Swords, was head salésman in 
an Eighth avenue hat store, but what became of him 


» afterward the son did not know. The poor wife, in 


order to gratify her husband’s dying wish, if possi- 
ble, put the following advertisement im the 
Herald:

Even this summons, however, did not bring the 
father, who, it is feared, has died since the estrange- 
ment, and the son was not vouchsafed the forgive- 
ness hesought. After his marriage Swords was 
employed as an electrician, and while making e 
comfortahie living was unable to save mnch money. 
Two monthsago he was stricken with a spinal 
disease at his house, near King’s Bridge, and whem 
his resources were exhausted he was admitted io 
Mount Siuvai hospital His wife was with him 
almost constantly during his illness,

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Two Distinguished Georgians. 

With the adjournment of the legislature 
two of the most prominent and promising 
of the distinguished young men of Georgia 
retire voluntarily to private life after a long 
service of honor to themselves, credit to 
their constituents and profit to the state. 
We referto Hon. Fleming G. duBignon, 
president of the senate, and Hon. A. S. 
Clay, speaker of the house, both of whotn 
have announced that they will withdraw, at 
least for a time, from the political arena to 
take up more actively their professional du- 
ties. ; 

It is needless to say that this withdrawal 
from public life is only temporary, for even 
if they willed it otherwise, the people who 
have honored them with their trusts would 
not consentto allow a retirement which 
would deprive the state of the services of 
men whose public careers have been char- 
acterized by the ability and patriotism that 
has marked those of Messrs. duBignon and 
Clay. 

The announcement of President duBig- 
gon that he will not enter the race for the 
governorship will no doubt be a surprise to 
the people 6f the state, who have very nat- 
urally looked upon him as one of the most 
prominent of the probabilities for the next 
nomination. Having an exceptionally ad- 
vantageous professional offer, he has decided 
to devote his time to the law, and thus 
withdraws his name from the list of guber- 
natorial candidates. And this after having 
received assurances of support from many 
of the most active influences from all parts 
of the state, and with chances in his favor 
more pronounced than those of probably any 
other name yet mentioned in that connec- 
tion. 

As to Speaker Clay, itcan be said that 
the rapid stride with with which he has 
come to the front is a guarantee that his 
abllity and popularity is such that the peo- 
ple are not done with him. He voluntarily 
retires because he desires to devote a few 
years to theactive practice of his profession, 
and having probably the best practice in 
his section it can be accounted as reason- 
ably certain that he will soon acquire a 
competency, ranking him as one of the 
most successful members of the Georgia 
bar. But the people will call him again, 
and that before very long. 

With these two distinguished Georgians 
go the best wishes of a host of close friends, 
and the eyes of the whole people will follow 
them in their temporary retirement. They 
have done their duty well and deserve the 
plaudits which the public will willingly ex- 
tend.

The Piedmont exposition for next year 
will be cast. on new and larger lines, and 
will give special impetus to the various in- 
dustries of Georgia. Even in its larger 
scope it will aim to do nothing more than 
to perfect and carry out the impulses and 
the plans set on footin the county fairs. 
The Farmers’ Alliance can do a great work 
in this direction. It is a nucleus of organ- 
ization in every county, and should make 
itself a nucleus around which the best work 
of the farmer, his best ideas and his closest 
interests are centered at least once a year in 
@ public fair.

The Week’s Elections and Their Lesson. 

It is an axiom that the ‘‘democrats carry 
the country in off years, and lose it presi- 
dential years,’’ 

The elections of last Tuesday, however, 
had deep significance and hinged on causes 
that will operate in ’92. 

Of New York and New Jersey, we may 
say that they are simply confirmed as demo- 
cratic states. Of Virginia, that she has 
simply come back where she belonged—and 
where she will stay. 

It is not prudent to count on Ohio and 
Iowa aseven reasonably democratic states. 
In Ohio the personal offensiveness of For- 
aker, which really reached abnormal pro- 
portions, the opposition to third-termism, 
the protest of the Germans against sumptu- 
ary laws, and Forakcr’s wretched adminis- 
tration—these combined to beat the republi- 
cans. In Iowa the protest against prohib- 
ition and the fact that there were several 
candidates, contributed to the election of 
Governor Boies. So much for the local 
causes. 

The more broadly significant meaning of 
them 4re: 

1, That Harrison’s administration is nar— 
row, weak and inefficient, Contrasted with 
the broad and superb administration of 
President Cleveland, it has’disgusted not 
only the impartial voter, but the more pa- 
trioticof Mr. Harrison’s own party. He is 
the smallest man thatever jostled around in 
the presidential chair—and his smallness is 
aggravated by an amazing sense of personal 
conceit. 

2. That tariff reform has at Jast begun to 
work in the northwest. Every democrat 
will rejoice at this. For while it is admit- 
ted that Mr. Cleveland’s tariff reform mes— 
sage defeated the democratic party when it 
had, otherwise, an open track, still that 
messagé committed the party absolutely 
and finally to tariff reform, and on that issue 
it must stand or fall. It is gause for re- 
joicing, therefore, that at last the northwest 
Las begun to move in response to tariff 
reform argument. It will be wellif these 
victeries do not betray the imprndent of the 
party into extreme utterances that will 
alarm thecountry. This country never has 
been carried, and never will be carried, over 
the reasonable alarm of the conservative 
business element. 

o. That the tremendous organization of 
the farmers now spreading over the country 
will help the national democracy. The 
farmers, as arnle, are opposed to the cen- 
tralizing processes of the republican party, to 
the trusts and monopolies thereby fostered, 
and to the protective tariff, tothe enormous 
and corrupt pension lists, and to the general 
and persistent class legislation to which 
that party is committed and in which it ex- 
ists. Thedemocratic party has everything 
to hope and nothing tofear from the organi- 
zation of the farmers of the country. 

Indeed, there is but one thing the demo- 
crats have tofear in the great contest of 
1892.

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FOR HIS RELEASE. 


J. R. TOLLESON FIETESA PETITION 
IN THE SUPERIOR COORZ, 
Judge Marshal Clarke Will Hear Argument 

and Pass Upon the Petition Asking for 
His Release Next Saturday. 
The Mercantile Banking company case 
came up in the courts again yesterday. 


This time it was in the form of a petition | 


filed by J. R. Tolleson, through his attorneys, 
for leave to appear as a defendant to the suit 
as originally brought. 

The papers were filed yesterday afternoon, 
and next Saturday was set by Judge Clarke 
for hearing argument on the petition. At 
that time it will be decided whether Mr. 
Tolleson will be released from Fulton coun- 
ty jail and be allowed to appear as a de- 
fendant before the courts, 

SOMETHING ABOUT THE CASE. 

On the 26th of January last the People’s 
Savings bank filed a petition in Fulton superior 
court asking that a receiver be appointed to 
take charge of the assetsof the Mercantile 
Banking company; also. that an injunction 
should issue restraining the defendant corpora- 
tion, its agents and officers from interfering 
with the assets, and that they be required to 
turn them over to the receiver, 

The petition for receiver alleged that the 
only visible assets were the company’s office 
furniture and safe, and there was in it no dis- 
tinct allegation of any other assets, while the 
only defendant was the Mercantile Banking 
company. Mr. Tolleson claims that he was 
not a party to that suit. This petition was 
presented to Judge Marshall J. Clarke on 
January 26th, and the 30th was set as the time 
when Mr. Tolleson, who had been served, 
should show cause why an injunction should 
not issue and a receiver be appointed. 

Judge Clarke's order in addition, also con- 
tained these words, “‘In the meantime C. E. 
Northen is hereby appointed temporary re. 
ceiver to take charge of all the assets of de- 
fendant, to hold until the further order of the 
court. Defendant will turn over all the as 
sets belonging to the same, in accordar.ce 
with the prayer of the bill.” 

On January 28th process issued against the 
Mercantile Banking company, and service was 
made by serving Mr. Tolleson, as president of 
the company. The order of court did not ex- 
tend to the prayer for an injunction as asked 
in the second clause of the original petition. 

The court did not grant a temporary injunc- 
tion, nor did it, as prayed, require the officers 
and agents of the defendant to turn over to 
the receiver the assets, and there was no aver- 
ment as to who the officers were, but Mr. Toll- 
eson was mentioned as ‘‘tha alleged president.” 

The receiver on January 28th presented a 
petition to Judge Clark asking that J. R. 
Tolleson and one Richards be required to 
show cause instanter why they should not be 
attached for contempt of the order of court in 
refusing to turn over the assets of the corpora- 
tion to him as receiver. That order was not 
granted as asked,but Judge Clarke did pass an 
order requiring them toshow cause, at 20’clock 
that afternoon, ‘‘why they should not turn 
over all the assets of said defendant corpora- 
tion,’ this second suit being brought by the 
receiver and not by the plaintiff in the origi- 
nal case. 

1n the petition the receiver stated that he 
had demanded of ‘‘J. R. Tolleson, the presi- 
dent of the Mercantile Banking company,’’ the 

possession of the assets of “defendant;” that 
Tolleson stated he ‘‘was in possession of every- 
thing,” or words to that effect, and also that 
he turned over a small amount of bills, etc. 
The receiver also charged that the defend- 
ant advertised that there were $100,000 
paid in to the concern with $5,000 sur- 
plus on the day he was appointed, 
that Tolleson failed to turn over 
any money except 0 cents, or property repre- 
Senting the capital stock, or to make any ex- 
cuse for such failure.’”’ In the original petition 
filed by the People’s Savings bank, so Mr. Tol- 
leson’s attorneys claim, there was an allega- 
tion that the $100,000 capital stock was never 
paid in, and that it and the $5,000 surplus had 
no existence, and. further that the plaintiff 
bank based its claim to recovery upon the fact 
that the represefitation of the existence of this 
fund was false and fraudulent. 

After the receiver’s petition, Mr. Tolleson 
filed his affidavit stating that he did not have 
then, nor atthe time the rule nisi was served on 
him, any money, property or effects belonging 
to the Mercantile Banking compsny in his pos- 
session, custody or centrol. 

After considering the petition of Mr, North- 
én, the receiver, and Mr. Tolleson’s affidavit, 
Jugige Clarke issued an order committing J. 
R, Tolleson and James M. Richards to 
the common jail of Fulton county, 
remain until they com- 
plied with the order previously made with 
respect ‘to the delivery of the assets of the 
Mercantile Banking company tothe receiver. 

Mr. Tolleson and Mr. Richards were both 
committed to jail under this order. Mr. Tol- 
leson has been there ever since, but Mr. Rieh- 
ards was released sometime ago. 

THE GROUNDS OF YESTETDAY’S PETITION. 

In the papers filed yesterday by Mr. Tolle- 
s0n, through his attorneys, Messrs. John L. 
Hopkins & Sons and R. J. Jordan, the follow- 
ing is set forth: 

“Petitioner was committed to jail under that 
order (referring to Judge Clarke’s order men- 


prayer was not that petitioner 
show cause why he should not be attached for 
contempt, but that he show cause why he 
should not turn over the assets, and the judg 
ment war that he be committed to jail untit 
he complied with the order of January 28th. 
He was htinto court to have it deter- 
mined whether he should turn over the 
assets, and wassent to jail for not ha 
done it before that time. He ages 
confined for failure to comply with an 
order that was made before there was any at- 
tempt to make lrim a party to the suit. 

“Second, Because the proceedings under 
which he was committed to jail,.and is now 
confined, were brought by the receiver, and 
not by the plaintiff. 

“Third, There is no averment in the original 
petition in the case, or in the side petition of 
the receiver, that this petitioner had in his cus- 
tody or control, any assets of defendant corpo- 
ration, nor is there any description of such as- 
sets, nor what they are, nor that he has failed 
to turn them over, and is therefore in contempt. 
There is no judgment of the court that there 
are any assets, or what they are, or that peti- 
tioner had them; nor was he ordered to pro- 
duce them; nor is there a judgment that he 
could produce them and did not. The only 
orders or judgments are, first, that the corpo- 
ration turn over its assets, and second, that 
your petitioner be imprisoned until he turned 
them over. Prisoner is now in execution with- 
out previous conviction. 

‘The day after he was put in jail, under the 
order of the 28th of January, an attempt was 
begun to make him a party to the suit. On 
that day the Prairie National bank filed a peti’ 
tion asan amendment in the original case, 
asking that your petitioner be made a defend- 
ant in said case, and that he be served with 
copies, as provided by law; that the 
receivership be extended to his individual 
property, and for an injunction. An order was 
made that this amendment be filed and served 
as usual, and defendants were required to show 
cause on the 3th of January why§ an injunc- 
tion and receiver should not be granted. Ser- 
vice of the amendment and rule nisi was ac- 
knowledged on the 29th.On the 30th your honor 
ruled that petitioner be made a party defend- 
ant to said cause, but no further step has been 
taken to that end. 

“On the 30th of January the original appli- 
cation forinjunction and receiver was heard. 
Northen was made permanent receiver, and 
the defendants were required to turn over to 
him all the property belonging to them, and 
the injunction was granted. There appear to 
have been no steps taken under this order. The 
second term of the court is now in session, 
no process against petitioner has been’ is- 
sued, none has been served, nor has he ever 
waived such process and its service except in 
the one instance as to a rule nisi, mentioned 
above, and by that he believes he is not bound. 
In none of the orders passed after January 
26 was it provided that the same was to 
be without prejudice to the order of January 26. 
Petitioner insists that the subsequent action of 
the parties and courts displaced the order of 
January 26th,and he now moves to dismiss 
the case because of all the matters above 
stated. 

“Afterwards several parties plaintiff were 
added, and among them was the First 
National bank, of Littie Rock. It was made 
a party on the 22d of February. On the 18th 
of April, 1889, L. H. Roote, presi- 
dent of said bank went before 
Justice Pat H. Owens, of Fulton county, and 
on his affidavit obtained two warrants for pe- 
titioner. One was for embezzlement, and the 
affidavit on which it was based charged that 
petitioner did fraudulently take, secrete and 
steal $4,799,74, the praperty of said bsnk. The 
other warrant wasfor larceny after trust, and 
the affidavit on which i¢ was founded 
charges that petitioner fraudulently collected, 
converted to his own use, and failed to ac- 
count for the proceeds, of a draft, 
with the collection ef which he had been tn - 
trusted. The property referred to in these 
warrants constituted part of the assets em- 
braced inthe order of January 2th, above 
mentioned. When the receiver demanded 
the assets of petitioner, when the order was 
made to deliver them tn. the receiver, 
and ever since that time, and 
now, petitioner did not have, has not 
had, and does not now have possession 
ecestody or control of said assets. It is notin 
his power. to produce them. To discover to 
the court what was done with said assets 
would furnish evidence tending to convict 
him of acrime, and would furnish evideuce 
tending to support the prosecution already 
commenced against him by said warrants. He 
claims he is protected from doing this by the 
constitutioe and laws of the state, 

‘‘In consideration of the premises petitioner 
prays as follows: That he be allowed to appear 
asa party defendantin said case for the pur- 
pose of moving to dismiss the same, and for 
the purpose of this application to- have al! or- 
ders affecting him modified and. revoked and 
his discharge from prison ordered. He refers 
to all the recordin said case, 9nd asks to be 
allowed to use it in support of this petition.”’ 

The above is a history of the 
case from its inception, with the arguments 
advanced by Mr. Tolleson’s coun- 
selfor nis release. Next Saturday Judge 
Marshall Clarke will pass upon it. 

Mr. Tolleson, us well as his attorneys, is 
confident that he will be released, at least 
under the charges as they now exist.

| HE COMING SESSION OF THE NORTH 
GEORGIA CONFERENCE, 


And What it Will Bring Forth—Who Will 
Succeed Dr. Lee,and Where Will He Go?— 
Gossip About Other Possible Changes. 


Where will Dr. Lee go? and 


Who will be Trinity’s next pastor? 

Are two questions which are just now being 
asked by the members of that church. 

The coming North Georgia conference will 
make some interesting and important changes, 
the most important to Atlanta being that in 
the Trinity pastorate. Dr. Lee, who has for 
four years been one of Atlanta’s most popular, 
as well as one of her most prominent divines, 
has been here as long as the canons of the 
church permit, and will at their conference be 
sent to another cLarge. Another minister must 
be chosen to take his place, and many people 
outside of the congregation are anxious to 
know who that new minister will be. 

Then, too, other important changes are to be 
made—changes in which people in all the 
churches of the conference are interested. 

Dr. Haygood’s transfer to the conference of 
north Alabama will be read at this session of 
the north Georgia conference. The announce- 
ment of this change has been made by the 
newspapers, but the official notitication, comes. 
to the conference. Dr. Haygood’s prominence 
in the church, and his work in Georgia, make 
this change one of the greatest importance. 
He has gone to Sheffield to be at the head of 
the girl’s industrial college, to be established 
there under the auspices of the church. This 
is one of the most important educational 
movements which the south has known, and 
while the people of Georgia are sorry to lose 
Dr. Haygood, they are glad that this great 
movement is in the hands of such a man. 
Everybody who knows Dr. Haygood, and the 
thousands ofothers who have learned to ad- 
mire him for his work, will wish him God 
speed in his new field. 


And now about the Atlanta churches. 

Dr. Morrison has another year to serve at 
the First church and will, of course, be sent 
back to his present charge. He is recognized 
as one of the strongest men in the southern 
church, and is loved and admired by every 
member of his congregation. There will beno 
change in this church, therefore, until the end 
of another year. 

But Trinity is not so fortunate. Dr. Lee, 
as has been said, is to be transferred to another 
charge and his successor here is to be chosen. 

Of course no official intimation of the 
changes to be made can be obtained, but it is 
thought that Dr. Lee wiil go either to Augusta 
or Athens. Both are fine patishes and it is 
understood that the congregations of both 
churches are anxious to receiye the services 
of this able and earnest divine. 


Two Georgia ministers are talked of for | 


Trinity and there is talk of a transfer from 
some other conference. The two Georgians 
are Rev. John B. Robbins, of Elberton, and 
Rev. W. D. Anderson, of Athens. Both are 
prominent men, known throughout the state 
for their ability and zeal in church work. The 
talk of a transfer from some other conference 
is coupled with several names, but no one in 
particular. 


There will be no changes in the presiding 
elders of the North Atlanta and South At- 
lanta districts, Rev. W. F. Glenn and Rev. 
W. W, Wadsworth being reappointed. 

An interesting change will be that of Rey. 
Simon Peter Richardson from the presiding 
eldership of the Athens district. Heis one of 
the most unique figures in Georgia Methodism 
and will, it is thought, go to some hecagty dis- 
triet, 

Walker Street church will lose Rev. H. J. 
Ellis, who has for four years labored earnestly 
in the interest of that people. He is a man of 
very decided ability and is greatly beloved by 
his people. Dr. J. F, Mixon, who has been 
one of the greatest successes*in the confer- 
ence, will be changed from Edgewood and 
will, it is supposed, be made presiding elder 
of some district. f 

At West End~Park church, Rey. A. G 
Wardlaw, one of the rising young men of tho 
state, has labored for twoyears. He has done 
ood work and is likely to be kept there. Dr. 
{. L. Underwood has accom plished a great 
work amoung the people of St. Paul’s and in 
the portion of the city tributary thereto. He 
will be told to continue that good work. The 
same message will be sent to Rev. A. W. 
Williams now at Payne’schapel, who has, in 
his year’s pastorate there, shown_his ability. 


There will. however, be a great many 
changes in all parts of the conference, and the 
action of that body at its meeting at Cedar- 
town on December Ist will be watched for with 
great interest.

1 : . I never saw but one attractive looking green 


room, and that was the small apartment in 
which Mrs. Berlan-Gibbs received me after 
last Thursday’s mattinee. It had the look of 
- a charming boudoir hung with white and gold 
~~ — embroidered silken draperies, and the slender, 

- delicate woman who offered me an uncertain 
Jooking little chair had the air of receiving 4 


: a -.e@aller in her own drawingroom. 


She wore the gown of her last scene. an x- 
quisite thing of white crepe de chine 
with many lace ruffles and soft 
gatherings, She is a prettier woman 
to look at and talk toclosely than when seen 
by the footlights. Her hairis deep auburn, 
and she wears it low plaited fon her neck—“‘a 

ashion,”’ she explained ‘‘which I have never 
Changed since girlhood. I was married at 
fourteen and it seemed always appropriate to 
have my hair like a schoo! girl’s.”’ 

Tih eyes, rather deep set, are large, gray- 
blae and sympathetic; the mouth has a tender 
droop, and there are some lines about it which 
tell a story of sorrow suppressed or conquered. 
Hier hands and arms were exqusitely white 
and beautifully formed. On her left hand she 

\qwore one plain gold band, her wedding ring, 
and three other superb ones, a solitaire dia- 
mond, another with a priceless ruby center and 
two large diamonds, and the third a large, 
glowing opal, diamond surrounded. 

“An actress wearing an opal!’’ I exclaimed. 
“T thought you weré all too superstitious for 
that.’’ 

“No, indeed, I haven’t the least superstition 
about them. You think these rings pretty? 
Well, they are, but I’ve something I prize 
more. This,” takinga necklace of splendid 
pearls clasped with a gold band inlaid with 
diamond stars, ‘‘is an heirloom that has been 
in my family formany hundred years. It 
comes from my Austrian ancestors, the Berlan 
von Berlan family. I took only two of these 
strands with me, leaving the other three and the 
original clasp, which is a pearl dove holding a 
diamond in her beek.”’ 

FKOM SOCIETY'S RANLS. 

This was indeed a treasure, the like of which 
probably noother actress could boast, and it 
recalled the fact that Mrs. Gibbs came from 
the front ranks of New York social life to the 
footlights. 

**T suppose you studied for the stage because 
you liked it?” I asked, 

Yes.” 

“And whut first made you think of itasa 
career ?’’ 

“The lack of something to do; the feeling 
that I must fill my life with some useful occu- 
pation; that if I did not I saould lose my 
mind.”’ 

“Ts your husband living ?’’ 

“Oh, no! If he were I should never have 
thought of the stage.”’ 

‘And you have no children?” 

‘“‘No; no one—nothing to give interest to my 
life. l’ve a mother and two sisters, the latter 
young ladies iu New York society, who will 
soon be married. After my husband’s death 
I had one resource to divert 
me from my sorrow—My m usic 
I lived for the pleasure it gaye me. It was 
my allin all, my one solace. I studied dili- 
gently, and intended to use my volce in opera, 
when, justas it had reached a satisfactory 
cultivation, I lost it completely. I was in 
despair. My social friends who knew me in 
my happy days said, ‘Come out into the world 
again, re-enter the social life which you once 
adorned.’ But I ramon: from such a life, I 
could not see anything useful or diverting in 
the wearisome inanities 6f teas and récep- 
tions.”’ 

TO THE STAGE. 

*fAnd so you refused them ?’’ 

“Yes, I told them it was not the life for me; 
that I needed an occupation. My music teacher 
then suggested a course of reading and study 
just for diversion, and so we commenced the 
reading of Shakespeare togefR¥er, and she, 
who had never taught anything save 
music, undertook to coach’ me in 
the part of Juliet. She liked my work and

ing my years of mourning. She used to be 
frequently at my country house at Orange. 
She was always infatuated with the stage, and 
wanted to become an actress. It just seemed 
to be a kind of fate with her.’’ 

“She has been unfortunately discussed for a 
good while.” 

**Yes, the stories are horrible and all, I be- 
lieve, untrue, I believe she is a perfectly pure 
woman.” 

‘*What do you think of a woman’s leaving 
the ranks of a high social life for the stage?” 

“I think ifa woman finds her time dull and 
unemployed—if she needs the occupation and 
diversion that any life of active work brings— 
that she is better off by following the occupa- 
tlon most suited to her taste and talent. I 
cannot understand how a an with her life 
made and full of ev blessing—with a 
happy home, husband, children to fill her 
heart, cap seek any occupation which will 
estrange these ties unless the reason is the im- 
erative one of poverty, which makes work 
necessary.
